The caucus of last Thursday 
demonstrated that the division among the 
Democrats was a hopeless one, and that 
nothing wi»s to be g\iced by continued 
parleying.

possible. The opponents of free silver 
wf ro in good spirits yesterday, believing 
that they bad developed strength enough 
in the caucus to prevent the pi>Ma$e of 
Mr. Blnnd'a rrsnln'ion, and aim to force 
an adjournment. 
They are confident, too, 


that vtiih Kopublicon votes they can de- 
feat the repolution for connJi ration. Most 
of them are wise enough, however, not to 
r»ly upon this latter uncertain support. 
In fact, it was very genf-rally known yes- 
terday that Mr. II'ed had given directions 
that the E-publicans should not aid the 
Democrats in thepresettd'lemma, and it is 
probable tbi.t no Republicans, or very few. 
at best, will be recorded wliea the vote is 
taken upon the resolution, This will in- 
sure the passage of the latter, as a large 
majority of the Democrats are free coinage 
men. 


The date for the consideration of the 


silver bill, when the resolution is reported 
from the Committee on 
Rules, will be 


March 22, with the three succeeding days 
for debate. 
It will be in order, when it 


comes before the House, to amend this

Conclusions Keachecl at the Experimental 


Station of tbe State University. 


Bulletin No. 14, of the Agricultural Ex- 


periment Station of the University of Ne- 
vada isirsued. It treats o* experiments in 
tho culture of potatoes. It sayH a number 
of varieties raised at the Station grounds 
were affected 
with what seems to be a 


blight. Tbe leaves showed am«ll brown 
spots, which increased ia siz«, till in some 
instances the entire top was dead and 
brittle, and some of the tubers were more 
or less decayed when harvested. The dis- 
carding of diseased seed and the early nae 
of preventives, where disease is suspected, 
will, it is btlieved, eradicate tbe disease. 


The answers of several farmers in Oar- 


son and Mason Valleys are given to ques- 
tions sent out from the Station and tbe de- 
ductions are summarized a* follows: 


1. Use the best selected send. 
This 


does not necessarily mean a new, high- 
priced, large named variety, but reasonable 
selection wilt donbtless pay with potatoes 
the same an with ttock. 


2. Use preventatives early if any form 


of potato disease is expscted. 


3. The results of the trials of '91 seem 


to favor a covering of about five inches, 
rather than less. 


4. The notes on the planting of the St. 


Patrick at 6, 9, 12, 15, 18, 21, and 24 inches 
apart in the row, are held until further trial 
can be made. They suggest the watching 
of tbe 6 and 15-inch distances, 


5. For '91 seed out to one eye pro- 


dueed least small potatoes. 
Whole pota 


toes prodaoed most email ones and largest 
total weight. 


6. No suggestions ar» made on cultiva- 


tion for the reason that farmers who are 
raising from 100 to 300 tons annually are 
on the alart to kioreese tbe value of their 
nrop, whether by cultivation or otherwise, 
just so far as tbe expense account will per- 
mit.
